Identification

County Jail Set
Sheriff E. W. Biscailuz to­ 

day announced the permanent 
adoption of the ''Ident-a-Band" 
as a means of "on prisoner" 
identification for inmates of 
the Los Angeles County Jail. 
The ldent-a-Band is a trans­ 
parent piece of tabular .plas­ 
tic one half Inch wide and 
ten inches long with the ten­ 
sile strength of steel. The in­ 
mate's name and booking num­ 
ber are typed .on a small 
waterproof card which is In­ 
serted into the band and then 
fastetned around the wrist.

"Every day 700 of our 
5,000 prisoners leave or en­ 
ter our custody and the meth­ 
od of maintaining positive 
identification has been a tre­ 
mendous problem." Biscailuz 
said. "Prior to this new pro­

cedure, ' all of our Inmates 
were photographed, finger­ 
printed Snd given a property 
envelope with their name and 
booking number typed on It. 
The time and staff required 
M check 700 prisoners for 
positive identification was a 
near Impossible task."

The band is placed on the 
Inmate's, wrist as he is being 
booked and if it is removed, 
it can be replaced only by 
jail personnel. The condition 
of the hand is checked each 
morning during routine cell 
block inspection and if it has 
been removed or tampered 
with, the inmate immediately 
goes through a complete re- 
identification process.

"In the past, prisoners 
awaiting trial for serious of- 
fenses or pending transporta­ 
tion to the> State Penitentiary 
would switch identification 
with those of similar descrip­ 
tion about to be released," re­ 
lated Biscailuz. "We have now 
overcome this problem and in 
addition have sayed thousands 
of man hours in our opera­ 
tions.
